Fishing Treaty 
The much discussed U. S .-C an ­ 
ada treaty to provide an 
inter­ 
national com m ission with power 
to control fishing 
in 
the 
G reat 
Lakes is now in preparation in the 
State Depa tment it w as revealed 
last week when Rep 
Alvin W* i- 
chel Sandusky, O h u, introduced a 
bill wnich seeks to nan such 
a 
treaty. 
Ile called the proposed treaty, 
“ an attem pt to give aw ay A m ­ 
erica,” and said that 
it 
would 
violate the rights of the states 
bordering the lakes. W aters on the 
United States side of the inter­ 
n a l rial boundary line belong to 
the states whose shores they wash. 
He described term s of the treaty 
as setting up a com m ission of six 
m em bers, three from C anada and 
three from 
the 
United 
States, 
which would control fishing in the 
G reat Lakes, including such m at­ 
ters as size of nets, size of fish 
which could be taken, open se a­ 
sons, and silting and pollution of 
the lakes. 
Inquiry at the State D epartm ent 
revealed a different approach to 
the treaty. There w as agreem ent 
as to the contents of the document 
but asserted it w as being develop­ 
ed in the interest of conservation. 
At present som e states have more 
stringent fishing law s than others, 
with the result that the m igrating 
fish are taken in the w aters of 
the states with lax law s, and the 


whole stock is depleted. 
The departm ent refused to re ­ 
veal the actual contents of the 
proposed treaty in detail until it 
is sent to the Senate, but in dicat­ 
ed that W eichel’s version w as sub­ 
stantially correct. 
The treaty is one which direct­ 
ly affects the livelihood of each 
com m ercial 
fisherm an 
on 
the 
lakes, of course. It also is of im ­ 
portance to the fish consum ing 
public, the sports fisherm an and 
everyone interested in the m ain­ 
tenance of an im portant natural 
resource. 
At present there is no real agree­ 
ment within any of the classes 
of 
individuals 
interested. 
Som e 
sizeably portions of the com m er­ 
cial fish industry favor a treaty 
as the only salvation for the fish ­ 
ery, others, probably the m ajor 
num ber of the net m en, dam n the 
idea as threatening the industry 
with throttling regulation by a 
new, 
rem ote 
and 
irresponsible 
bureaucracy. 
Once the term s of the treaty are 
m ade public and the extent of the 
authority it grants to the inter­ 
national 
com m ission 
becom e 
known, a real fight will no doubt 
develop to influence Sen ate action. 
M ichigan’s Senators V andenberg 
and Ferguson can 
anticipate 
a 
flood of m ail on the subject.

Today Is the final day of eight 
set for the annual C hristm as bird 
count sponsored by the National 
Audubon society. Any person in­ 
terested in birds is invited to take

Each observer covers an area 
which would fall in a circle not 
over 15 m iles in diam eter.

birds are listed by species, num ­ 
bers noted and w eather conditions, 
such as tem perature range, wind 
velocity and direction as w ell as 
type of terrain and h abitat all go 
into the record. The reports are 
sent to the

Become Socialized, With All Activities Controlled And Regimented? 


General M otors has faced w hat it believes is a 
hig hly c ritica l issue. It has made its decision, It is 
im po rta nt that the public understands the issue 
a t stake transcends the interests of General 
M otors.

General Motors has made its choice It refuses to 
subscribe to what it believes will ultimately be 
come, through the process of evolution, the death 
of the American system of competitive enterprise. 
It will not participate voluntarily in what stands 
out crystalclear at the end of the toad a regi­ 
mented economy, lf this is what the American 
people want, they must make that choice through 
their accredited representatives in congress. Gen­ 
eral Mo tors declines tor itself to take such a 
great responsibility. 


It may be said th a t this is exaggeration. It is n o t! 
A ll business questions are interrelated. Costs, 
prices, wages, 
profits, 
schedules, 
investm ents 
m ust be the responsibility of m anagem ent. P o liti­ 
cal determ ination of such relationship means 
regim entation. 


The idea of a b ility to pay, whatever its v a lid ity 
may be, is not applicable to an individual busi­ 
ness w ith in an industry as a basis for raising its 
wages beyond the going rate 


Consider the im plications of such a principle. 
W ho would risk money to develop or expand a 
business under such circum stances? W here would 
be the incentive to do a more e ffic ie n t job? 
W ould it be in te llig e n t to destroy the incentive

Should General M otors, assuming it is more e f­ 
ficie n t, be required to pay more for m aterials, for 
transportation, for services or for wages than its 
com petition? A nd how m uch more determ ined by 
a p o litica l governm ent agency?* 


Do you subscribe to the belief that you should 
pay for what you buy or the services you use on 
the basic of your financial resources? It is clear 
that this is the principle involved. 


The president of the U nited States has appointed 
a fa c t-fin d in g board to inquire into the circu m ­ 
stances involved in the demands o f the U A W -C IO 
upon General M otors and to m ake recom m enda­ 
tions related thereto. General M otors stood ready 
to supply the board w ith all necessary data reqard- 
ing wage rates, employes' earnings, hours of em­ 
ploym ent, and all other relevant in fo rm a tio n re­ 
garding wages and em ploym ent. 
However, the 
board has ruled th a t General M otors' a b ility to 
pay w ill be considered as a fa cto r in determ ining 
an increase in wages. 


This would require an appraisal of costs, prices, 
prospective volum e o f business, investm ent fac­ 
tors, expenses and the entire forw ard operating 
program of the business. Thus the board would as­ 
sume the most v ita l functions of m anagem ent. 


General Motors is not contending that it has or 
has not the ability to pay. It alw ays has paid 
liberal wages. It has attempted through protrac­ 
ted collective bargaining sessions to determine 
what is fair and equitably today. It has made a 
fair and liberal offer to the union. 


N oth w ithstan ding the im portance o f re-establish­ 
ing em ploym ent and resum ing production a t the 
earliest possible m om ent the above reasons have 
made it impossible for General M otors to p a rtic i­ 
pate in the proceedings of the board under the 
procedures as now established, and it has there­ 
fore w ithdraw n from the hearings 
It takes th a t 
position w ith great regret. 
But it does so in the 
sincere belief th a t this action is in the long-term 
interest of employes, consumers, investors, and of 
the public as w ell—and of higher standards for ail.

29 i/PT—Passenger 
automobile tires of synthetic rub­ 
ber rubber that will be stronger 
and safer than the pre-war nat­ 
ural rubber casings are promised 
by the tire industry. 
S. M. Cadwell, chief 
of 
the 
United States Rubber company’s 
tire scientists, says a new princi­ 
ple of construction, involving the 
use of rayon cord, has been devel­ 
oped and will result in vastly im­ 
proved synthetic casings. 
Progress in the development of 
synthetic has been so rapid and 
satisfactory that there is consider­ 
able doubt the industry ever again 
will make passenger car tires of 
all natural rubber. 
Inner tubes 
of synthetic, much 
less 
porous 
than the natural rubber variety, 
probably have come to stay. 
Barring serious production in­ 
terruptions the 
rubber 
industry 
plans to produce 66,000,000 pas­ 
senger car tires in 1946. 
In 1941 
before the war took virtually all 
its product the industry made 50,- 
000,000 such casings. 
Despite 
the 
high 
production 
planned the tire shortage is not 
expected to ease materially until 
the latter half of next year. The 
backlog of demand is so great that 
even capacity operations 
in 
the 
rubber industry will not catch up 
with it for many months. 
Herbert E. Smith, president of 
Hie United States Rubber Co., es­ 
timates the industry will consume 
about 900,000 tons of rubber next 
year. of which approximately one- 
thira may be natural rubber.

With the 1946 boom in Michi­ 
gan’s tourist industry just around 
the seasonal corner, a recent sur­ 
vey reveals that tourist facilities 
in Delta county are improved, yet 
still inadequate to meet the antici­ 
pated volume of visitors, accord­ 
ing to Roy Overpack, 
Escanaba 
Chamber of Commerce secretary. 
“ At a recent meeting of the U. 
P. Development Bureau at Sault 
Ste. Marie, with Gov. Kelly pres­ 
ent, it was agreed that 1946 would 
be an outstanding year in tourist 
travel 
in 
Michigan,” 
Overpack 
said. “ It was also agreed that pres­ 
ent tourist facilities are inadequate 
to handle an increased volume of 
business, 
and 
concern was ex­ 
pressed 
that 
this condition may 
bring disappointment and possibly 
boomerang in the years to come." 
Chambers 
of 
Commerce 
and 
tourist and resort associations are 
encouraging 
the 
construction of 
additional tourist facilities and the 
enlargement of established 
busi- 
nesses. 
The situation in Delta county is 
similar to that in 
many 
Upper 
Peninsula areas. There are good 
highways, good 
fishing, boating 
and other advantages— but private 
money invested in 
the 
develop­ 
ment of tourist accommodations is 
comparatively limited. 
New Resort Planned 
Largest 
single resort develop­ 
ment project locally is that pro- 
nosed by Vernon White and Fred 
Mattson. They have purchased a 
considerable area on the shore of 
Little Bay de Nee near the 
old 
chemical plant location and plan 
to develop it as a resort, they have 
informed the Escanaba Chamber 
of Commerce. 
Construction of a 
dock and seven brick cottages for 
seasonal or monthly rental is pro­ 
posed. 
Although many of the existing 
cottage 
and 
cabin owners are 
making improvements, there are 
not many 
new 
accommodations 
being constructed in the 
county. 
Before the war local facilities for 
tourists sometimes fell short of 
accommodating 
the 
volume 
of 
trade, and the condition is expect­ 
ed to become acute in 1946. 
Visitors to the county will find 
the same natural advantages that 
attracted them before the 
war. 
More than IOO miles of shoreline 
on Green Bay and Lake Michigan, 
with two deep bays that 
afford 
excellent game fishing, and nu­ 
merous 
swimming 
beaches w ill 


continue to draw tourists to the 
county. 
Boat Livery Needed 
The 
county maintains several 
parks, and Gladstone has excel­ 
lent 
accomodations 
for 
trailer 
tourists, but there is no state park 
in Delta county. Resolutions pass­ 
ed by the county board of super­ 
visors, assisted by the 
Escanaba 
Chamber of Commerce, have di­ 
rected attention of the state to the 
possibility of locating a state park 
in the county. Two sites have been 
suggested. One is at Fayette, and 
the other is Pioneer Trail, a coun­ 
ty park on the 
Escanaba 
River 
near Wells. 
Both 
Escanaba and Gladstone 
have waterfront parks and swim-! 
ming 
beaches 
where life guard j 
service is maintained during the 
summer season. A boat livery is 
badly needed at Escanaba, how­ 
ever. 
At the head of Little Bay de Noc 
and at Garden on Big Bay de Noc 
there is excellent fishing in sea­ 
son and several score boats are 
available. Fishing generally is im­ 
proved on bay waters for sports 
anglers, and the conservation de­ 
partment annually restocks 
trout 
streams in the county. 
The 1946 boom in the tourist in­ 
dustry will find facilities improv­ 
ed but still inadequate. Perhaps 
the very volume of business will 
bring further development of ac­ 
commodations to meet the demand 
as postwar traveler turns to the 
Upper Peninsula for recreation.
